Winnipeg, October 4—Weather con- 
ditions during the earlier portion of 
last week were favorable throughout 
the west, reports the Canadian Paci- 
fic agricultural department, and grain 
was drying out nicely. On Thursday 
night and Friday furthor rains were 
experienced over the whole of Mani- 
toba and Saskatolewan and part of 
Alberta, Farmers in many districts 
were able to get in two or three days’ 
threshing, but were compelled to sus- 
pend operations. Manitoba again ex- 
perienced a setback by rains last 
night and ihis morning, and it will 
be three or four days before work 
can be resumed. In other provinces 
the machines will be busy in most 
sections today or tomorrow, provided 
weather conditions permit, The ex- 
tent of the damage occasioned by 
sprouting and bleaching is the sub- 
ject of a variety of opinions, It seems 
to be the general feeling of those best 
qualified to judge, however, that the 
situation as a whole is not as serious 
as: has Panam noes in some quarters. 
Until such“ tithe as*threshing=retiwrns 
are available in sufficient quantity {t 
will not be known with any degree 
of accuracy what the percentage of 
depreciation is. 

In Manitoba there will be eonsider- 
able damaged grain in districts where 
the crop is heavy, more particularly 
oats and barley. Approximately 35 
to 40 per cent and about the same 
percentage of coarse grains have been 
threshed. There is still a small per- 
centage of flax cutting to do, Thresh- 
ing help ig searee and machines In 
many instances are finding it diffi- 
cult to keep going, 

Seventy-five per cent of threshing 
in the central and southern districts 
of Saskatchewan has been completed 
and 40 to 45 per cent in the north, 
much of the grain threshed being on 
the tough side with consequent loss 
of grade and value. 

There is about 25 per cent of grain 
to be cut in some districts of Alberta 
much of which is lodged and will nec- 
essitate cutting one way. It is impos- 
sible to estimate damage from sprout- 
ing as it varies greatly in districts af- 
fected. 35 per cent of wheat and 40 
per cent of coarser grains have been 
Sugar beet harvesting is 
in full swing, the crop being heavier 
thin last year and the sugar content 
| higher, 

Yields along the Edmonton, Dunve- 
ran and British Columbia railway re- 
veal a good crop in all sections, the 
average being well over the 25 bushel 
mark, 

Troe fruits have not suffered great- 
ly in British Columbia from continu- 
ous wet weather, Recent frosts did 
considerable damage to the potato 
crop in the Okanagan, and tomatoes 
were aso cut down, but irrespective 
of this, latter crop will be as large or 
larger than in 1926.

factor in establishing the insurance 
rates, and the fact that the losses are 
So great is the reason for the high pre- 
miums. It is appalling the number 
of houses, schools, factories, and other 
institutions that are destroyed by fire 
caused by carelessness, The fire loss 
in Canada last year is estimated at 
$45,000,000, no including the forest 
fires, and this is one of the things 
that contributes to the high cost of 
living. In the matter of fires, Can- 
ada and the United States are the 
most careless countries in the world 
land the fire losses are considerably 
higher than in any other country. It 
is surprising that two out of three 
all the 
care and toil of erecting the building; 
and eight out of ten of these fires 
are preventable. 


Many manufacturers deem it neces: 
sary to have their own fire brigades 
to give them the protection that the 
municipality should furnish, thus in- 
creasing the cost of production, The 
spirit of protection should be instill 
od Into the new settlers, Tour times 
as many people Nave been killed by 
fire in Canada as by railway and el- 
ectric trains, 


Crime often enters into the loss 
when ‘property is insured too high. 
Statistics go to show that the losses 
are on the increase in Canada, as the 
loss in 1920 was $1,840,964 as com- 
pared with $2,691,550 in 1925, and the 
number’ of fires have increased from 
727 in 1920 to 1600 last year. These 
do not include fires under. $200.00 
damage. During the year 1921 to 1925 
45 lives were lost by fire in Alberta. 

Referring to the new gover nment 
regulations the speaker stated that 
all fires, where damage had been done, 
must be reported to the commissioner 
and; an-investigation would be mada 
to ascertain the cause. The depart: 
ment had investigated all the big 
fires which have taken place during 
the past five years and the findings 
are on record. The province is now 
divided into three districts and an in- 
spector visits the towns and villages 
and gives advice respecting defects 
and recommends improvements. The 
inspectors can give orders where local 
officials, possibly relatives of owners 
of properties in question, could not do 
so, 


The speaker concluded by request: 
ing that the public take advantage of 
the opportunities offered by his de- 
partment by reporting any fire risks 
which should be attended to, or even 
where there was a suspicion that an 
incendiary fire might be started. At 
the conclusion of the address, a gen- 
eral discussion | took place, and fur: 
ther information was obtained from

Stove pipes should be securely rivet- 
ed and run direct to brick chimneys 
and never through floors or parti- 
tions; protect floors under and above 
stoves with brick, cement, or sheet 
metal. 

Stairways should be kept closed and 
clear at all times; never place any 
stock or shelving thereon. 

Aisles of good width should he 
maintained; never pile stock in front 
of windows or against doors, as it 
handicaps the firemen in case of a 
fire, oH 

Fire doors and shutters should be 
closed every night and‘ stock should 
never be placed so as to hinder the 
ready closing of fire doors. Use metal 
frames and sash with fire glass, 

See that all fire extinguishing ap- 
paratus is in good working order. 

Damp lampblack will spontaneously 
ignite. So will slack and pulverized 
coal and charcoal, when wet, 

Use safety matches; they cost no 
more, 

Requiring all doors to swing out- 
ward in public buildings, schools, thea- 
tres, etc, may prevent the loss of 
many lives, 

All buildings over two stories in 
height should be provided with fire 
escapes and standpipes for fire de- 
partment use. 

Aid in the prevention of fires and 
loss of life. 

Don’t allow children to play with 
matches. : 

Don’t leave anything to the land- 
lord; inspect your own house from 
cellar to garret. 

Don't throw away lighted matches, 
cigars or cigarettes, 

Don’t fill oil lamps after dark or 
within fifteen feet of lights or fire.

If a furnace is in the cellar it is ad- 
visable to partition off a store room 
to avoid excessive heat about the 
vegetables.

When 
merely an earth pit is underneath the 
dwelling the temperature may he kept 
sufficiently high to protect from frost 
during severe weather by the use of 
a lantern or a single burner coal oll 
stove.

Alberta's three national parks — 
Jasper, Banff and Waterton Lakes, 
received nearly $24,000,000 from the 
tourist traffic in 1925, stated J, M. 
Wardle, chief engineer, Canadian na- 
tional parks, in an address to the 
Canadian Good Roads convention, at 
Edmonton, on “Tourist Traffic.” 

This sum was two and a half times 
as much as had been spent by the

FROM FAR AND NEAR 


The state of Connecticut has evolv- 
ed a plan for curtailing joy riding. It 
has passed a law that every person 
caught violating the automobile laws 
or who causes an accident to assure 
the state of his or her ability to pay 
for damage up to $11,000. The guilty 
person may give the state assurance 
in the form of either insurance, a 
‘bond, or collateral, A person who is 
notoriously a bad risk, so that no in- 
surance company will take him, will 
have to provide either bond or collat- 
eral. If he can't do that, he is for- 
bidden to drive. 

One of the reasons wily Belgium 
has been so long able to ecercise such 
a strong influcire in  verseas glass 
trade is the o.. care taken in 
packing. Insurance against breakage 
is extremely rare, as perfected con- 
tainers for almost every sort of trans- 
portation encountered in the export 
markets have been designed. Cases 
are sometimes of two-inch material, 
strongly pressed and cleated, and 
glass is packed in straw with paper 
leaves between the sheets. In many 
cases where particular risk of break- 
age is involved, a strong inner case 
is placed inside the outer one with a 
compressed straw deadener between.

TREATMENT OF BROOD 
MARES DURING WINTER 


Regular exercise, well cured aud 
good quality feeds, and the feeding 
of potassium iodide are the three 
guiding stars in the management of 
brood mares at the Dominion Wxperi- 
mental Station, at Lacombe. ‘Gener- 
ally it is the practice to work all the 
brood mares regularly except when 
they are nursing foals. Care is taken 
that such mares be in the hands of 
careful teamsters and that they are 
not subjected to undue strains from 
hauling, or backing heavy loads. 
Well cured timothy, mixed or upland 
hay is preferred with some changes 
if possible. Where it is necessary to 
use oat green feed it should be well 
cured and of good quality. Good hay 
‘is preferred over green feed for mares 
in foal, If turnips or carrots are avail- 
able they should be fed regularly, the 


amount depending upon the individual | Bi 


mare and the judgment of the feeder. 


The grain portion of the ration should 3 


consist of clean plump oats, rolled, 
and wheat bran in equal parts, with 
a hot bran mash weekly, say on Sat- 
urday night, which will have a cooling 


effect on the system over the week- ¢

PIGEON LAKE COMES 
BACK INTO LIMELIGHT 


The Alberta Good Roads Magazine 
says: Twenty-five years ago Pigeon 
Lake was one of the most famous 
bodies of water in the province. Here 
was to he found the source of Alber- 
ta’s delectable whitefish in those 
days. Indian villeges along its shore, 
particularly at the northwestern end 
of the lake, annually garnered a heavy 
crop of whitefish which was disposed 
of in Edmonton to be reshipped to 
other points of the west. The old, 
fish road from the lake to Sea) 
was known as the Pigeon Lake trail, 
and was almost as famous as the 
Calgary and Edmonton trail. 

Today the old trail has disappeared. 
The winding course traversed so many 
years ago through timber, openings 
and sloughs, by Indian carts and wa- 
gons, is now growing grain in a hun- 
dred fields. But Pigeon Lake is more 
accessible than ever and _ its charm | 
and advantages are again becoming | 
known far and wide. 

Pigeon Lake is nearly eighteen 
miles in length and about eight miles } 
across at its widest point, Its water 
is particularly clear and pure. For| 
many years many prominent engin- 
eers and promoters have advocated | 
the establishment of a gravity water 
supply system for Edmonton with the 
water obtained from Pigeon Lake. 
The wisdom of such a scheme is still | 
under consideration,
